A medical college, unsurpassed 
any similar buildings in the whole south, 
is to be erected by the Atlanta College 
of Physicians and Surgeons within the 
next year and a half. 

The new college bulldings will be lo- 
cated at the corner of Butler and Arm- 
strong streets on the two-acre site of the 
present college buildings and will cost at 
least $100,000. All the old structures 
wil) be torn down and the new institu- 
tion, comprising a college equipped with 
every modern scientific device and a ca- 
pacious hospital, will be put up where 
théy now stand.

MANY STRONG PASSES 
HAVE ALREADY FALLER

Bel‘eve Kuropatkin Is Falling Baci

HERE continues a dearth of 

news from the armies in the 

Far East. Reports from Rus- 
sian sources tell of terrible ravages 
by disease in the Japanese armies. 
The Liao river is said to have been 
dammed abreast of Liao-Yang, in 
order that a flooded country may 
protect the left flank of the Japan- 
ese army threatening Mukden. In 
St. Petersburg it seems to be the 
expectation that Genral Kuropatkin 
will not make a stubborn fight for the 
possession of Mukden. Vladivostok 
has heard that the Port Arthur gar- 
rison is confident of being able to 
hold out at least three months longer. 
Another stroke of ill fortune hag be- 
fallen the Russian navy in an acci- 
dent to the cruiser Olega, which was 
‘ordered to be ready about this time 
for sea with other ships of the Bal- 
tic squadron. Repairs to the Olga 
will probably detain her at Cron- 
stadt for six weeks.

| rious resistance. 

Several other passes of the Da 
range east of Bentsiaputze, 20 miles 
southeast of Mukden, are also in the 
hands of the Japanese. Kuropatkia 
is evidently drawing in his forces to 
the less mountainous country north- 
ward, where he may decide to give 
pattie. In the meanwhile sharp fight- 

ng is regarded as imminent south- 
‘east of Mukden, whence the Japa- 
-mese are expectad to deliver ther 
| main attack, the flank movement 
‘from the west being of secondary 
| importance. 
Da pass, or Ta pass, meaning 
‘great pass, is situated about forty- 
five miles southeast of Mukden, 
and is the same distance north- 
east of Liao-Yang. It is about 
| 25 miles south of the Hun river. The 
‘yapanese attacked Da pass, which 
|was occupied by the troops of Gen- 
‘erals M‘tschenko ana Samsonoff, on 
| September 24, but according to dis- 
| patches from Harbin were twice re- 
| pulsed.

The statement of Justice Phelps, of 
Lee, which he sent to Mr. Gurnery, is 
an é@laboration of the facts in the case 
briefly set forth in the letter of Gov- 
ernor Bates to the state department.

_ tions Points to Larger Yield. 
Weather Favorable for 
Picking. 


—_— 


New York, September 29.—(Special.)— 
According to the regular monthly re- 
port compiled by The Journal of Com- 
merce, and to be published tomorrow, 
the condition of cotton has declined 7.5 
points during September, having fall- 
en from 77.4 in August to 69.9 in Sep- 
tember. In the years 1903, 1902 and 
1901 the condition was respectively re- 
ported by this paper as 67.8, 64.7 and | 
63.5. 

With an estimated increase of acre- 
age of about I! per cent, and a condi- 
tion of 2 points better than last year 
at this time, present indications point 
to a considerably larger yield than last 
year. 

Guaged by correspondents’ remarks, 
a decline of only 4 points in Texag 
comes as somewhat of a surprise; but, 
nevertheless, their estimates of condi- 
tions, figured out, give the above re- 
sult. 

States showing the greatest deterior- 
ation are: Mississippi, 10 =. points; 
(Liouisiana, 10 points; Arkansas, 9 
points; Tennessee, |! points; and Okla- 
homa, 25 points. Otherwise there was 
a decline of 5 points each in the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, and the Indian Terri- 
tory, and a loss of 7 points each in 
Florida, Alabama and Missour!. 

Replies were received from over 1,300 
correspondents, their average date be- 
ing September 23. Drought, aceompa- 
nied by shedding and rust, is the strik- 
ing feature of deterioration in all the 
cotton states. 

The dry, hot weather has caused cot- 
ton to open rapidly, and in many sec- 
tions prematurely; but the season is un- 
questionably an early one, especially as 
compared with last year, when the crop 
was two to three weeks late. With the 
exception of the territories and parts of 
Texas, where rains have fallen, picking 
has progressed rapidly, and cotton is gen- 
erally being rushed to market, the heavy 
movement of the crop thus far confirming 
these conditions. 

It is somewhat noticeable that a scar- 
city of Jabor is not more generally com- 
plained of, but weather has been most 
favorable for picking, thereby saving in- 
terruptions and delays. Top crop pros- 
pects are regarded as very poor, though 
a late frost would add to the yield. 

In Texas the boll weevil receives its 
usual credit for inflicting great damage, 
and a special inquiry on this point elicit- 
ed replies which indicate that the weevil 
destroyed about 35 per cent. of the cot- 
ton in the infected districts. It should 
be remembered that the ravages of this 
insect. were much exaggerated lately, 
when the actual damage, as originally 


reported by the government was about 9 
per cent. of the entire crop of the state.

Description of Battle Ship. 

The Connecticut fs a sister ship of the 
Louisiana, and both vessels were au- 
thorized by an act of congress in 1902. 
The Connecticut was built in a g0ov- 
ernment yard ang under government 
supervision, while the Louisiara was 
built by a private shipbuilding firm at 
Newport News, Va. The construction 
of both ships has been followed with 
keen interest, as it was recognized that 
it was a test of the government's abil- 
ity to cope with private enterprises. 
Much depended on this com petitéon 
of construction’ for if the Connecticut 
is completed before the Louisiana then 
most of the government ship-bullding 
will be done by the latter, and it is ex- 
pected the New York navy yard will be 
the shipbuilding center for government 
work. 

The Connecticut, when finished, will 
be the finest ang most powerful boat 
in the American. navy and will rank 
with the most powerful battle ships of 
the navies of other nations. Notwith- 
standing the fact that a new plant had 
to be created for the construction of the 
Connecticut, this vessel is but 8 per cent 
béhind the Louisiana, although laid 
down two months later. The last ves- 
sel of any size constructed at the New 
York navy yard was the ill-fated battle 
ship Maine. 

The keel of the Connecticut was laid 
down on March 10, 1903, the stem was 
erected on July 28, the nrst armor plac- 
ed aboard Aprtl 20. The first boiler 
Shippeq July 14. The Connecticutt Is 
of steel with a displacement of 16,000 
tons and a maximum displacement of 
17,770 tons. The vessel is 460 feet on 
the low water line, 466.4 feet over all, 
76.10 feet beam and 24.6 feet draught. 
The enginés will be of the twin screw, 
vertical four cylinder triple expansion 
with 16,500 horse power and these will 
accumulate a speed of 18 knots.

and 74 degrees at 4 o'clock. 

The figures for yesterday were 92 de- 
grees maximum, 72 degrees minimum, 82 
degrees average temperature. As the 
norma] temperature for the day is only 
67, this means that yesterday was 15 de- 
frees hotter than normal—and Atlantans 
thought it seemed hotter than that. You 
could tell this by the way they would 
absent the streets. There wasn’t the hurry 
and bustle that is so characteristic of the 
everyday action of the busy Atlantan, but 
rather everyone took things much more 
leisurely than common. 


Cotton Maturing Fast. 

Two or three cotton men were seen re- 
Zarding this present dry weather, and 
they were all agreed that this hot spel! 
Was maturing late cotton too soon. In 
addition to prematurely opening late 
Plantings of cotton, all cotton has opened 
80 rapidly that many planters and farm- 
ers have experienced the greatest difficul- 
ty in securing enough labor for picking 
the material and getting: it ready for 
market as fast as it was ready for pick- 

This scarcity of labor is being generally 
felt over the entire state, and more par- 
ticularly since this past hot, dry period. 
The hot sun has matured the cotton very 
rapidly and the planters have been un- 
able to get it picked and ready for the 
market as fast a sit was ready for pick- 
ing. This scarcity of labor seems, ac- 
cording to cotton men, to be the greatest 
menace at present to a record-breaking 
crop for Georgia. 

On the other hand, the cotton men 
state that the present hot weather with 
its exceptional amount of sunshine, is 
making the very best kind of cotton and 
increasing the yield, the only difficulty 
being the scarcity of labor to get it in 
readiness for the market before a change 


in weather will bring with it deteriora- 
tion. °

Mercer’s acting president thinks the 
scholarship list of twelve in question was 
allowed the city by the university of its 
Own accord, without any contract or 
moral obligation for its continuance, but 
simply as a show of appreciation for the 
city’s donation of ten acres of land and 
$125,000 in bonds.

ATLANTA REGULATES 
LIQUOR. 


(From the Macon News.) 

The movement for a prohibition elec- 
tion in Augusta has created some inter- 
est in Atlanta. Atlanta has had all the 
prohibition elections she wants and is 
operating under compromise whisky 
laws, which are like the laws of the 
Medes and the Persians. The bars close 
at ten o'clock at night and on election 
days; no minors are allowed in them 
and no screens are permitted. The 
liquor limits are confined to the business 
districts of “down town.’’ No saloons are 
allowed in the outskirts. 

There are ninety-eight barrooms paying 
one thousand dollars each per annum, 
thirty retail beer saloons paying two 
hundred and fifty dollars each, nineteen 
wholesale liquor houses paying two hun- 
dred dollars each, and one wholesale beer 
house paying two hundred dollars. This 
makes one hundred and forty-eight places 
where beer and liquor are sold at whole- 
sale or retail. 

The barrooms pay ninety-eight thou- 
sand dollars, the beer saloons seven 
thousand five hundred dollars, the whole- 
sale liquor houses two thousand eight 
hundred dollars and the wholesale beer 
house two hundred dollars, a total of one 
hundred and nine thousand five hundred 
dollars. The liquor license in Atlanta be- 
fore prohibition was two hundred dollars. 

No man would have the hardihood to 
propose any change in the existing rez- 
ulations or license fees and the people 
generally regard the liquor problem as 
solved in Atlanta for an indefinite period. 
The prohibition fight there was intense- 
ily bitter and it took years for the wounds 
‘to heal but they have healed at last and 
‘everybody is satisfied.
